ARTICLE  3 

The  Chir.osc  Government  agree  that  any  Japanese  steamer 
capable  of  navigating  the  inland  waterways,  upon  report  ins 
at  the  imperial  Maritime  Customs,  may  proceed  for  the  purpose 
of  trade  from  a  treaty  port  to  places  inland,  so  reported,  on 
complying  with  the  Original  and  Supplementary  Regulations  for 
St  earn  Navigation  Inland. 
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ARTICLE  4 

In  c '13°.  Chinese  subjects  conjointly  v/ith  Japanese  subjects 
organise  a  partnership  cr  corn any  lor  a  legitimate  purpose, 
they  shall  equitably  share  the  profits  and  losses  v/ith  all  the 
members  according  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement  or  memorandum 
and  articles  of  association  and  the  regulations  framed  there¬ 
under,  and  they  shall  be  liable  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  ob¬ 
ligations  in. osed  by  the  said  agreement  or  memorandum  and 
articles  of  association  and  the  regulations  framed  thereunder 
a3  accepted  by  them  and  as  interpreted  by  Japanese  Courts. 

Should  they  fail  to  fulfil  the  obligation  so  imposed  and  legal 
action  be  taken  against  then  in  consequence,  Chinese  Courts  shall 
at  once  enforce  fulfilment  of  such  obligations. 

It  is  understood  that  in  case  Japanese  subjects  conjointly 
v/ith  Chinese  subjects  organise  a  partnership  or  company,  they 
shall  also  equitably  share  the  profits  and  losses  v/ith  all  the 
members  according  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement  or  memorandum 
and  articles  of  association  and  the  regulations  framed  there¬ 
under.  Should  such  Japanese  subjects  fail  to  fulfil  any  of  the 
obligations  imposed  by  the  said  agreement  or  memorandum  and 
articles  of  association  or  by  the  regulations  framed  thereunder, 

Japanese  Courts  shall  In  like  menner  at  once  enforce  fulfilment 
of  such  obligations  by  them. 

ARTICLE  13 

The  Chinese  Government  agree  to  make  and  faithfully 
enforce  such  regulations  as  are  necessary  for  preventing 
Chinese  subjects  from  infringing  registered  trade-marks  held 
by  Japanese  subjects.

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Chinese  Government  shall 
establish  re;  1st  ration  offices  where  foreign  trade-marks  and 
00  ■  t-S,  upon  application  for  the  protection  of  the  Chinese 
Government,  shall  be  r  -ister*.  d  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
0r  the  regulations  to  vc  hereafter  framed  by  the  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment  for  thf  ourpoae  of  protecting  trade-marks  and  copyrights. 

It  is  understood  that  Chinese  tradc-Marks  and  copyrights 
properly  registered  according  to  the  provision  of  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  Japan  will  rccciv1'  similar  projection 

against  inf rlngcme nt  in  Japan. 

This  Article  shall  not  be  held  to  protect,  against  due 
oroccss  of  1  aw  any  Jay  an  sc  or  Chinese  subject  who  may  be  the 
author,  proprietor  or  seller  of  any  publication  calculated  to 
injure  the  well-being  of  China.

other  classe-  for  gene ral  and  commercial  purposes  in  the 
different  provinces  of*  China  vary  and  do  not  accord  v/ith  the 
standards  fixed  by  the  Into  rial  Government  Boards,  thus 
resulting  in  detriment  to  the  trade  of  Chinese  and  foreigners! 
the  Governora-Genoral  and  Governors  of  -.11  th  , 

after  oaj  in  uiry  into  existing  conditions,  snail  nit 
together  and  iix  upon  uniform  standards  which,  after  a  Memorial 
to  the  Throne  for  sanction,  shall  he  adopted  and  used  in  all 
transactions  by  officials  and  people  throughout  all  the  Empire. 
The 36  standards  shall  he  first  U3cd  in  the  places  opened  to 
foreign  trade  and  gradually  extended  to  inland  places.  Any 
differences  resulting  fro-,  divergence  between  the  new  weights 
and  measures  and  those  now  in  vogue  shall  he  equitably  settled, 
whether,  by  way  of  increase  or  decrease,  according  to  the  amount 
of  such  difference. 


ARTICLE  8 

The  Regulations  for  3tea;.i  Navigation  Inland  of  the  fifth 
moon  of  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  Kuang-ueu  and  the  Supple¬ 
mentary  Rules  of  the  seventh  nocn  01  the  same  year  having 
teen  found  in  some  respects  inconvenient  in  working,  the 
Chinese  Government  hereby  agree  to  amend  them  and  to  annex 
such  new  Rules  to  this  Treaty. 

"’hesc  Rules  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered  by  mutual 
consent . 

ARTICLE  9 

The  provisions  of  all  treaties  and  engagements  now  sub¬ 
sisting  between  Japan  and  China,  in  30  far  as  they  are  not 
modified  or  repealed  by  this  Act,  are  hereby  confirmed:  and 
it  is  hereby  expressly  stipulated  in  addition  that  th6  J  .pane 36 
Government,  officers.  Subjects,  Commerce,  Navigation,  Shipping, 
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Industries  and  Property  of  all  kinds  sh  .11  be  allowed  free 
and  full  participation  In  all  privileges,  immunities  '.nd 
adv ant age s  v/hlch  have  br  era  or  nay  hereafter  be  granted  by 
Hl3  Majesty  the  F.nperor  of  China  or  by  the  Chinese  Government 
or  by  the  Provincial  or  Local  Administrations  of  China  to  th- 
Government,  Clf  leers,  Subject.:,  Commerce,  Navis  at  Ion,  Shipping, 
Industries  or  Property  of  any  other  nation. 

,phr  Japanese  Government  will  do  Its  utmost  to  secure  to 
Chinese  Officers  and  Subjects  resident  In  Japan  the  most 
favourable  treatment  comp'tl^lc  with  the  laws  and  regulations 
of  the  Empire  . 


ARTICLE  10 


The  High  Contracting  Parties  hereto  agree  that,  in  case 
of  and  after  the  complete  withdrawal  of  the  foreign  troops 
stationed  In  the  province  of  Chihli  and  of  the  Legation  guards, 
a  place  of  International  residence  and  trade  in  Peking  will  be 
forthwith  opened  by  China  itself.  The  detailed  re^ul  .tlons 
relating  thereto  shall  be  settled  in  due  time  alter  consult 

t  Ion . 

The  Chinese  Government  ag  e  to  open  to  foreign  tr.de, 
within  six  months  from  the  exchange  of  the  Ratifications  of 


this  Treaty,  Ch'angsha-fu  In  the  province  of  Hunan  on  the  same 
footing  as  the  ports  already  opened  to  foreign  trade. 

For-'i-ncrs  residing  In  this  open  port  are  to  observe  the  Mu¬ 
nicipal  and  Police  Regulations  on  the  3  amc  footing  as  ChlnesG 
residents,  and  they  are  not  to  be  entitled  to  establish  a 
Municipality  and  Police  of  tnclr  own  within  the  limits  of  this 
treaty  port,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Chinese  authorities. 

The  Chinese  Government  agree  that,  upon  the  exchange  of  vhe 
Ratifications  of  this  Treaty,  Mukden  and  Tatungkow,  both  in  the 
province  of  Shcngking,  will  be  opened  by  China  itself  >.3  placca 
of  international  residence  and  trade.

The  present  Treity  Is  signed  in  the  Jipmesc,  Chinese  ind 
English  lmguigcs.  In  order,  however,  to  prevent  luturc 
discussions,  the  Plenipctent iiriec  of  the  High  Contracting 
Pirtics  hive  igrccd  tint  in  c-.sc  of  -.ny  divergence  in  the 
interpretation  between  the  J  ip  me  sc  md  Chinese  Texts  of  the 
Treity,  the  difference  shill  be  settled  by  reference  to  the 
English  Text . 


ARTICLE  13 

The  present  Treity  shill  be  ritlfled  by  His  Ilijesty  the 
Emperor  of  Jipm  md  His  g-.Jccty  the  Emperor  of  Chiai,  ind  the 
Hit  if  lc.it  ions  thereof  .shill  be  exchang'd  vt  Peking  is  soon  .3 
possible  ind  not  1  .ter  then  six  months  from  the  present  dite.
